GERMAN ARRESTED 


FOR PLOT 10 WRECK 
MUNITIONS PLANTS 


Arrest of Fritz Kolb in Ho- 
boken May Result in Solv- 
ing the Black Tom and the 
Kingsland Explosions. 


NO PLOT AGAINST WILSON, 
ACCORDING TO POLICE 


At First It Was Thought 
Plotters Planned to Mur- 
der President, But Investi- 
gation Proved Suspicion 
Was Groundless. 


Hoboken, N. J., March 5.—With the 
arrest here today of Fritz Kolb, a Ger- 
man, the authorities expressed the be- 
lief that they had frustrated a well- 
developed plot to aid Germany by blow- 
ing up munitions plants in this country 
engaged in turning out contracts for 
the entente allies. The police said they 
found in Kolb’s room two bombs, which, 
according to rumors that had reached 
them, were to be sent to President Wil- 
son. 

After a preliminary investigation, 
however, they announced themselves as 
convinced that the plans of the alleged 
plotters had to do entirely with de- 
stroying war supplies, and that no at- 
tack on the president's life was con- 
templated. 

The police also said they had come 
into possession of information which 
might help them in solving the Black 
Tom, N. J., explosion and the destruc- 
tion of the Kingsland, N. J., 
the Canadian Car and Foundry com- 
pany, in which large munitions supplies 
for the entente allies were blown up. 

Four other men were questioned by 
the authorities tonight. Chief of Po- 
lice Hayes said they were friends of 
Kolb, but that he was convinced they 
knew nothingwrof the alleged plot. 

May be Additional Arrests. 

“We are following leads which may 
result in additional arrests,” Chief 
Hayes said. ‘‘We are co-operating with 
the New York police and the customs 
neutrality squad of New York. All of 
us have been working on this for sev- 
eral weeks.” 

Kolb was found in a small hotel, op- 
posite the pliers of the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can line. In his room the police said 
they found the two bombs and brass 
copper tubing resembling that used in 
ships. The bombs were made of this 
material. There also were a flask of 
black powder, bottles containing gaso- 
line, benzine and alcohol, trinitrotoluol 
and black disc powder.

Other 
leaders in the city’s business and so0- 
cial life, numbering about fifty, came 
behind. Little Miss Dorothy Lawshe, 
daughter of Bob Lawshe, headed the 
drum corps and caught the fancy of 
thousands who lined the avenue from 
the capitol to the white house. 

The Atlantans were in the first bri- 
gade of the civic division and followed 
the democratic committee of Essex 
county, New Jersey. 

Close behind them was the governor 
of Louisiana and staff and the mayor 
of New Orleans and staff, and the 
Tammany Hall braves with their band. 

The Atlantans will. meet the presi- 
dent in the historic eastroom of the 
white house tomorrow.

RAIL BOARD APPROVAL

The Georgia Railway and Power company 
and the Georgia Railway and Electric com- 
pany Monday filed with the state railroad 
commission a petition asking approval of 
one more bond issue each to reimburse par- 
tially their respective treasuries for  ex- 
penditures in November and December, 1916, 
for extensions and improvements of prop- 
erty. 

The Georgia Railway and Power company 
desired to issue $34,000 first and refunding 
bonds, to cover not more than 80 per cent 
of the expenditures already mentioned, while 
the Georgia Railway and Electric company 
desires to issue $54,000 to cover not more 
than 75 per cent of its November and Decem- 
ber expenditures. 

Each company enumerates a considerable 
list of such expenditures. Among items in 
the power company’s list are $72,000 for con- 
> struction, $39,000 for track and roadway con- 
struction, and $33,900 for electric line con- 
struction. Among the Electric company 
items are such items as $42,000 for construc- 
tion and $34,700 for electric lines.

Mr. Braymer was born November 29, 1884, 
at Hebron, N. Y. After graduating at the 
Granville High school, he entered Cornell 
university and pursued a six-year course in 
science and electrical engineering, receiv- 
ing the degree of A. B. and E. E. in 1906. 
During the vacations of his university course 
Mr. Braymer served apprenticeships at the 
Morse Chain company, Ithaca, N. Y., the 
Lang and Button Eneine Works, Ithaca, N. Y., 
and electric and automobile garage at White 
Plains, N. Y., and at the Electrical Testing 
Laboratories, New York city. After grad- 
uation he went with the Electrical Testing 
Laburatories doing special work on alternat- 
ing current apparatus. 

From this place he resigned to accept a 
position as factory engineer with the West- 
ern Electric company at New York city, 
a responsibility in connection with the opera- 
tion and maintenance of the company s elee- 
trical plant After serving in this capacity 
for nine months he was appointed special en- 
gineer for the same company, inspecting its 
new power installations and reporting on 
same for record and publication by the com- 


pany. He left this position to come to At- 
lanta. é

railroad and later president of the Westing- 
house Securities company.

Advantage of Metric Plan 
Over the Existing System 
Of Measurement Basis 


Editor Constitution: For years the vari- 
ous scientific bodies of the country, includ- 
ing the American Chemical society, American 
Electrochemical society, American Society for 
Testing Materials and others have been trying 
to get the metric system adopted in the Unit- 
ed States. At the last corvocation of the 
American Association for the Advancement 
of Science a special conference was held on 
the subject, at which some interesting fea- 
tures were brought out. 

Professor Kennelly, of Harvard, observed 
that whereas the metric system employs only 
two unfts of measurement, the meter and the 
gram, we have about forty units and these 
are entangled in measures of length area, 
volume, and in dry, liquid, cord, apothecaries’. 
avoirdupois, troy, and whatnot other stand- 
ards until dire confusion has resulted. The 
metric system is international and is em- 
ployed in all Europe and America except 
Great Britain and her colonies, Russia and 
the United States. There is no question as 
to which system will finally be adopted by 
all countries; the only question is how much 
longer the United States and England will 
delay. . 

All accurate scientific work in all coun- 
tries is measured by the metric system, and 
all electrical measurements and electric light 
bills are already recorded inthe international 
Scale. ‘Hvery nickel 5-cent piece weighs five 
grams and is one centimeter in diameter. 

On the other hand, American wet and dry 
gallons, quarts and pints, differ from each 
other and also from Sritish standards. A 
bushel is a measure of volume, but it is also 


aA measure of weight, and while the volume 
is constant the weights vary in the different 
States. A bushel of rye, for instance, is 56 
pounds in most states, 54 in California, and 
50 in Maine. A bushel of barley is 48 pounds 
in the majority of states, but 45 in Arizona, 
46 in Oregon, 47 in Pennsylvania, Kentucky, 
Georgia and Alabama and 50 in California. 
A bushel of buckwheat is 40 pounds in Cal- 
ifornia and 56 in Kentucky, with many va- 
riations in other states, while the standard 
for shelled corn varies from 50 to 58 pounds 
per bushel. 

Mr. William C. Wells, chief statistician of 
the Pan-American union, contributed the 
above figures and pointed out the need of 
the metric system in selling manufactured 
gzoods. Raw materials, he said, sell them- 
selves and the buyer does not mind figuring 
so long as he can get what he wants at the 
market price. But manufactured goods do 
not sell themselves. They are really com- 
petitive and the ultimate consumer, living 
where the metric system prevails, will not 
buy a 15% collar, a No. 8 shoe an inch chisel, 
cloth a yard wide or a nut threaded to the 
inch scale. 

Although Russia has not formally adopt- 
ed the metric system, practically all her im- 
ports are measured to that gauge and her 
people are coming around to it. Since the 
war even in domestic trade in England the 
metric system is also coming rapidly into use. 

Tt is held that any intelligent child can 
learn and carry in his mind in three lessons 
the whole metric system, and that any rea- 
sonably intelligent adult can master it in 
one hour or less of serious study. On the 
other hand, it would be easier to commit the 
multiplication table up to one hundred to 
memory than to learn all the details of the 
confusing system of weights and measures 
current in this country. 

Mr. Wells explains also that invariably 
when the metric svstem has been adopted the 
old folks with closed minds use their familiar 
terms for new measurements. Thus the quart 
becomes the liter, the pint the half-liter, 
and the pound the half-kilogram. And the 
— people have trained their minds by 
learning to remember more useful informa- 
tion than that a mile has eight furlongs, a 
furlong forty rods, a rod two and three- 
quarters fathoms, a fathom two yards, a vard 
three feet. a foot twelve inches and an inch 
three barleycorns. Also that, among other 
enlightening revelations, a pound has :3ix- 
teen ounces if it isn’t troy weight, an ounce 
sixteen drams and a dram twenty-seven and 
one-half grains.

SHERIFFS ENFORCE LAW 
AND AUTO OWNERS RUSH 
TO CAPITOL FOR TAGS 


With sheriffs all over the state enforcing 
the automobile license tag law strictly, the 
office of Secretary of State Phil Cook is 
having a record rush for 1917 license tags, 
the time limit upon the 1916 tags having 
expired March 1. 

The demands are so great that indications 
are that it will take 60,000 or 65,000 tags to 
serve the automobilists of Georgia for 1917, 
and Secretary Cook has placed an order for 
10,000 more 1917 tags. 

The secretary's office is mailing out tags 
as fast as possible, but, owing to the fact 
that so many owners of automobiles have 
waited until the last minute—many of them 
until the sheriff stopped their cars on the 
highways—to order their tags, it will neces- 
sarily be some little time before all the 
tags can be mailed out. Several thousand 
tags a day are being mailed, which is about 
all the force which is allowed the secre- 
tary’s office can get out. 

In the meantime, delinquent car owners 
are suffering inconveniences all over the 
state on account of their tardiness in apply- 
ing for license tags. 

Secretary Cook every day is receiving 
telegrams from all over the state whene mo- 
torists have been stopped by officers of the 
law and compelled to leave their cars on the 
roadside because they have failed to order 
their 1917 tags in time. A car owner from 
Rome hurried to Atlanta by train to get a 
tag, explaining that the sheriff of Floyd 
county had stopped his car and wouldn't let 
him move it. While he was in Atlanta 
getting his tag, this man stated, he was 
paying another man a dollar a day to watch 
the car, 

Sheriff Lowry, of Fulton county, got busy 
Monday and served notice on a number of 
owners that their cars were to come on the 
streets no more until they were adorned 
with a brand-spanking-new 1917 number 
tag. Sheriff Lowry proposes now to get 
right in behind all delinquent Owners and 
see that cars with old numbers become “loco” 
until a new number is attached.

“Reserve Fund” Goes to. 


the State Treasury General 
Fund by Walker’s Opinion. 


The much diseussed and “scrapped- 
over’ “reserve fund,’ accruing from 
the sale of automobile ticense tags, 
for the time being, at least, has been 
disposed of by an opinion from Attor- 
ney General Clifford Walker consign- 


ing the unused portion to the general 
fund of the state treasury to be drawn 
upon by the governor's warrant for 
the general expenses of the state, 
The opinion upon the availability of 
this money was handed down by the 
attorney general at the request of Gov- 
ernor Harris, and it is understood that 
to use 


the idea of the governor Yrs 
whatever part of the $37,000 remainder 
of the 1916 reserve fund that may be 
necessary to defray the expenses of 
the extra session of the. legislature, 
which the wovernor is expected to call 
to enact “bone dry” prohibition legis- 
lation for Georgia 

Heserve Fund Created. 

In the automobile license tax act, 
Passed bv the extra sessfon of the 
general asse mbiv in the fall of 1915, 
one dollar from the sale of each tag, 
all transfer fees and one or more other 
minor items were set aside in a “re- 
serve” fund from which the expense 
of the administration of the automobile 
license tax law were to be paid. 

There was at that time something of 
a seramble for the remainder of this 
fund, and it was purposely left ‘‘up in 


the air,’ so that its status might later 


be settled by the legislature, perhaps, 
by appropriating it for the use of the 
newly created state highway depart- 
ment. 

There were three uses for the remain- 
der of this reserve fund proposed. One 
of these was to appropriate it for the 
use of the state highway devartment. 


Another was to prorate it to the several 
counties for road work as a part of the 
road fund of succeeding year, and the 
third plan was to turn it into the gen- 
eral treasury fund. 

The opinion of the attorney general 
makes the last named disposition of it. 
Attorney General's Opinion, 

The opinion of the attorney general is 
as follows: 

‘“iovernor Nat EF. Harris, State Capi- 
tol, Atlanta, (ja.—Dear Governor: Sec- 
tion 19 of the act of the legislature, 
approved November 30, 1915, known as 
the automobile act, provides for the 
disbursement of license fees collected 
thereunder, ending with the provision 
that, ‘the balance of said fund, if any, 
shall at the end of each year be de- 
posited in the state treasury.’ 

“You inquire as to the availability 
of this fund for application to the 
zeneral expenses of the state govern- 
ment. 

“1 respectfully advise that since this 
fund is conveyed into the treasury with- 
out special direction bv the legisla- 
iure, it can only be placed to the credit 
of the general fund, and is, therefore, 
subject to the governor's warrant in 
payment of the ordinary expenses of 
the government. 

“Section 20 of said act provides that 
the net amount of fees collected in ex- 
cess of the fees specified in section 1% 
shall be turned into the state treas- 
ury to the credit of the state road 
fund. This is a special fund and is 
subject to the restrictions placed by 
law upon any other such special fund, 
as, for example, the oil and fertilizer 
inspection fees, but no more. Very

London, March 6.—Sir Maurice de 
Bunsen, assistant under-secretary of 
state for foreign affairs, has given the 
Association Press the following eX- 
planation of an agreement between the 
_ British government and the American 
‘commission for relief in Belgium for 
, the unloading and placing in ware- 
| houses of the cargoes of Belgian relief 
|ships held in the ports of the United 
Kingdom because of inability to obtain 
from Germany safe conducts for nem: 

“When the German war zone was de- 
clared there were in British waters and 
on the high seas a large number of 
relief ships which had sailed from 
American ports under German safe con- 
ducts absolutely guaranteeing them 
against attack. There also were in 
British ports several ships loaded with 
foodstuffs boughe in the United King- 
dom for which safe conducts also had 
been promised under the general ar- 
rangement between the Germans and 
the commission. 

Cancelled All Safe Conducts, 

“In declaring the war zone, Germany 
cancelled all her sate conducts, giving 
only a few hours for the relief ships 
then in United Kingdom ports to clear

for Ftotterdam. it was impossible o 
get them away in time. It also was 


impossible to communicate with the 
ships onthe high seas as they were not 
provided with wireless. 

“Since then, the Germans have al- 
leged that they accorded to these and 
to other neutral ships a further period 
of grace. Nobody ever heard of this 
until the Germans announced that the 
period had expired. All that the com- 
mission or the world knew was that the 
Germans had opened their submarine 
campaign b ysinking two Belgian relief 
ships. 

‘There has heen a steady accumula- 
tion of relief ships in the United King- 
dom ports. Their cargoes have been 
deteriorating, valuable anchorages have 
of this 


been taken up and the whole ¢ 
tonnage, which urgently is required to 
take additional relief cargoes from 


American ports, has been held in gus- 
pense for a month. 

“The commission immediately opened 
negotiations with the Germans through 
athe Spanihs, Duteh and Swiss govern- 
ments, and the entente governments 
strongly supported their representa- 
tions. The only reply which the Ger- 
mans vouchsafed regarding «he ships 
in the ports of the United Kingdom is 
that they will reserve any question as 
to the giving of guarantees for such 
ships until they have received a deatiled 
list of their names and of the ports 
where they now are. This request was 
received virtually simultaneously fe 
the 


the sinking of Dutch liners in 
English channel 
To Invite Treachery. 
“His majestys government has re- 
plied that, in view of that occurrence, 
to give any such information to the 


Germans before the latter have guaran- 
teed absolute immunity to ail these 
ships, would be to lay them open to at- 
tack and invite treachery. In view of 
the evident intention of Germany to 
hold up this tonnage for the longest 
possible period, and in view of the 
urgent need of these ships to tuke fur- 
ther cargoes to the starving popula- 
tions in Belgium and northern France, 
his majesty’s government has agreed 
with the commission to discharge these 
cargoes in the United Kingdom and 
provide storage for them until the Ger- 
mans either have given the necessary 
eunrantees to relief ships from the Unit- 
ed Kingdom ports passing Rotterdam, 
or have shown even more clearly than 
at present that they do not intend to 
give such guarantees. ; 

“Meanwhile a regular supply of food- 
stuffs for Belgium and northern France 
will go on in ships passing under Ger- 
man safe conducts from American ports 
to Rotterdam. 

“The position, therefore, {s as follows: 
Tlis majesty’s government has respect- 
ed and will respect property of the 
commission in these cargoes. All that 
they have done is to provide storage 
room for foodstuffs which the Germans 
are apparently anxious to hinder reach- 
ing Belgium and northern France. 

“On the other hand, the Germans al- 
ready twice have broken their safe con- 
ducts and destroved property of the 
commission. By this act of faithless- 
ness they have struck one blow at the 
work of relief. They now invite his 
majesty s government to assist them in 
destroying more relief ships by inform- 
ing them where the ships are, and con- 
sequently how they can best be attack- 
ed when they set sail. To satisfy the 
German demands would be to become 
accomplices in their crimes.” 


HARTONG, IN JAIL

New Orleans, La., March 5.—(Spectial.) 
John C. Hartong, a German, formerly 
of Atlanta, where he is well known, is 
under arrest here on specific charges of 
entering the United States without sub- 
mitting to the phyiscal examination re- 
quired of aliens by immigration au- 
thorities. He was taken into custody 
several days ago at the St. Charles

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In the beginning, please bear in mind 
that mere words are inadequate to give 
even an approximately faithful indica- 
tion of the stupendous, staggering 
wonder that “Intolerance” is. That is 
by way of saying, that if there is any 
way for me to do so I want to impress 
you with the sweeping, grinding, 
nerve-racking and bewildering power 
of this second masterpiece of David W. 
Griffith, which was shown in Atlanta 
for the first time at the Atlanta the- 
ater Monday night. 

Never has anything been shown here 
before which remotely suggested the 
possibilities that He in the moving pic- 
ture. The magnitude—the mammoth 
scale upon which certain scenes of 
“Intolerance” are produced—is utterly 
beyond the power of the imagination 
to org fully and hold. This is true 
of the wr age scenes, The mean- 
ing of the line flashed on the screen— 
“This hall is one mile long’’—does not 
dawn upon one at first. ‘The scene is 
shown for some seconds before the 
tremendous proportions of the setting 
are fully realized. And presently one 
has to pick out some single little spot 
upon the screen and gather the ‘alae 
tion of a group of a dozen or fifty 
human figures to some great carving or 
bulwark of a wall to bring back the 
realization of size and scope that is 
in the picture.

They state that: 


“l. A child with measles shall remain out 


beginning of the disease, and upon return- 
ing to school shall bring a certificate from 
either the attending physician or the medi- 
cal director of the schools, that all traces of 
contagion have disappeared. In the event 
no physician attended the child during the 
disease, a certificate should be obtained 
from the medical director of the schools, 
502 Chamber of Commerce building, be- 
tween 3 and 5 p. m., on Monday. Tuesday, 
Wednesday, Thursday, Friday and 10 to 13 
a m. on Saturday. 

“2. All school children who have not had 
measies and are in the same family or 
household with any case of measles, shall 
remain out of school for at least sixteen 
days from the date of the last exposure to 
the diseased patient. 

“3. If they have had measles, they will 
be allowed to continue in school provided 
the patient is quarantined, and the chil- 
dren who continue in school are not allowed 
to come in contact with the diseased patient 
in any way. In case a child who has had 
measles continues to come in contact with 
the diseased patient, such a child must re- 
main out of school until the patient is weil 
and dismissed by a physician.”’

More Fuel Brought to Atlanta 
This Year Than During the 
Same Period Last Year. 


“From September 1, 1916, to January 
31, 1917, the present winter season, 
the Southern railway handled from 


mines on its lines into Atlanta for de- 
livery to Atlanta consignees 62,377 tons 
of coal as compared with 50,373 tons 
during the previous winter season, an 
increase of 12,004 tons or 23.8 per 
cent,” said Vice President H. W. Miller, 
of the Southern railway system, yes- 
terday, in response to an inquiry by 
a representative of The Constitution 
as to the supply of coal cars and the 
effects it had had on the stocks of coal 
in Atlanta and the prices being charged 
Atlanta consumers. 

“Expressed in cars of fifty tons,” Mr. 
Miller continued, “these figures show 
this year when there has been 
so much talk of a car. shortage which 
was likely to cause a coal famine, the 
Southern brought into Atlanta for de- 
livery to Atlanta consignees 1,247 cars 
of coal as against 1,007 cars during the 
same period last year. These figures 
relate solely to coal for Atlanta deal- 
ers and industries and do not 
clude any coal brought to Atlanta for 
the use of the Southern railway it- 
self.

INAUGURAL ADDRESS 
OF VICE PRESIDENT. 


Washington, March 5.—Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall made his second inau- 
evural address before the senate today— 
a statement of his creed of citizenship 
under a government for which, he said, 
“I ought to be willing to live or to dle, 
as God decrees, that it may not perish 
off the earth through treachery with- 
in or through assault from without.” 
The address follows: 

“Custom calls for the utterance of a 
few words upon this occasion; other- 
wise, I would gladly remain silent.

The spectacular fight during the clos- 
ing hours of congress still was a sub- 
ject of interest and discussion, how- 
ever, and spectators looked for the 
group of men denounced by the presi- 
dent. Only one attracted attention, and 
that was Senator La Follette, leader of 
the filibuster, who entered the cham- 
ber late and walked down the center 
aisle alone after the assemblage had 
been seated. 

After the administering of the oath 
to the vice president, President Wilson. 
with Mrs. Wilson at his side, was es- 
corted by the committee on arrangee- 
ments to the inaugural stand. His ap- 
pearance at the head of the red-carpet- 
ed aisle in the central doorway of the 
capitol was the first signal for cheers 
from the waiting throngs outside. 

With bared head the president 
proached the inaugural platform 
bewed to the distinguished guests about 
him and to the great crowds in the 
plaza jammed in closely to the stand. 
Although a brilliant sun had broken 
through the blanket of lowering clouds 
which earlier had threatened to mar tne 
day, a chilly wind swept over the 
semblage and prompted the managers 
oF the occasion to hasten the program. 
Long before the inaugural guests from, 
the senate chamber had reached the 
platform the president had taken the 
oath and begun his address. He be- 
gan speaking at 12:45 o’clocK,and at 
1:10 was seated in his carriage readv 
for the return at the head of the parade.
